' WASHINGTON.— (/!->) -A congres- 
sional drive that would toss a num- 
ber of key men out of Ihoir present 
posts iti tlie Home Owners Loan cor- 
poration met nil attack Wednesday 
from an official within the adminis- 
tration. 


His criticism was aimed at an 


amendment, approved by the house 
banking committee, to the pending 
hill to increase the corporation's re- 
sources. 


The amendment provides that no 


one shall be apointed or retained in 
any regional or state office of the 
HOLC who was not a resident of tin- 
region or slate at the time the office 
was established. 


Among those rallying around 
the 


amendment are some congressmen 
who are dissatisfied with the way jobs 
have been distributed. 


An administration official, who de- 


clined to be quoted by muVio. said the 
proposal's main effect would be to 
cripple the regional offices by ousting 
thu trained executive personnel.

The founders of the United States 


wrote into the federal 
constitution 


that nothing of the nature of liquor 
prohibition should be enacted into 
law except by constitutional amend- 
ment— imd it was required of a con- 
stitutional amendment that it should 
be ratified 
by 
three-fourths of the 


stales. 
/ 


The framers of the constitution had 


it in mind to prohibit any such move 
unless the people were overwhelm- 
ingly in fnvor—at least thrcc-fourtha 
of them. 


In the light of this warning—and m 


the experience of our recent federal 
prohibition—the Alabama vote is rnth- 
cr pitiful. 


It is a vote, not for prohibition, but 


for the .status cmo—which the dajky 
proncher••interpreted as being Latin 
for "tbo mess we'ore in.'' 


If the people of Alabama were to 


carry out the sober 
advice of the 


founders of America they would re- 
quire thiil for prohibition to be su- 
stained it would have to muster a 
vote of 118,172 to 50,080—instead of the 
actual 1)0,718 to 80.510. 


The actual vote reveals nothing but 


the usual disagreement over prohi- 
bition, with resultant chaos among en- 
forcement officers, the courts, and the 
taxpayers.

' Coach Hammons thinks that more 
interest in basketball has been mani- 
fested, this year, judging by 'public 
opinion and by the gate receipts.
